Picking up a river to drive its water 
6,,500 feet in a tunnel 
through 
a 
range of hills that would be called 
mountains were it not for their loca­ 
tion close to higher peaks, is what 
the government reclamation service 
Is doing here in western Nebraska 
In order to bring irrigation 
to the 
Roubadeau and upper Gering val­ 
leys. 
Arid regions are to be trans­ 
formed into fertile farming lands. 
A point eight miles west of Scotts 
Bluff mountain is the scene of act­ 
ion. Here the waters 
of 
the 
Fort 
Laramie canal are to 
be 
diverted 
from the North Platte river and thus 
bring to realization the dream and 
labor of settlers 
for 
many 
years 
past. 
The tunnel, known 
as 
“Number 
Three,” already 
has 
been 
bored 
through, 
but 
approximately 
9,200 
cubic yards of concrete, reinforced 
by structural steel, will be required 
before it is ready for the flow of 
water, which Is expected 
to 
start 
next spring. Digging proceeded from 
each side of the 
hill and 
the two 
ends of the tunnel were Joined at 
the center with a variation laterally 
of only one-eighth of an 
inch.
